Need Examinations at Borde 


(San Bernardino Sun) 

With the United States opening experi- 
ments in England for the selection of immi- 
grants who will be admitted to the United 
States. attention might well be directed to 
the southern boundary line where Mexicans 
are passing freely into the border states with- 
out even a show at restriction. 

Southern California is one of the sections 
of the United States into which the eriminal 
and sick of Mexico have poured without hin- 
drance. The cost of the care of the desti- 
tute people from the southern republic can be 
measured by many thousands of dollars in 
every county in Southern California. San 
Bernardino County is one of those which has 
contributed most, heavily. 

There is no desire to halt the entrance of 
Mexieans into California, but this entrance 
should be earefully supervised by the gov- 
ernment. Only the physically fit should be 
permitted to come and efforts should be made 
to bar the criminals. 

Several times each year deportation trains 
are operated from California into Mexico, re- 
turning those who have become public 
charges before they could establish legal resi- 
This operation is con- 


dnee in California. 


ducted at a terrific expense to the taxpayers, . 


but even this is not as costly as the care of 
the unfit who have gained legal residence and 
cannot be deported. . 

The border is long and it is guarded only 
at intervals, but it should be guarded just as 
closely as are the ports on the Atlantic and 
Pacific. With Japanese colonization under 
way in Mexico, the nation demanding the halt 
of the bow of liquor and dope over the Mexi- 
ean border and keen necessity for selecting 
those immigrants who enter from Mexico, the 
time is near when the government must pa- 
trol the entire border.

Saxophone and Morals 


(Hemet News) 

Is there such a thing as indecency in mu- 
sic? If there is what is the essence of it? 
Is it something inherent in the composition, 
is it contributed by the performer or is it 
connected with the instrument through which 
expression is given? 

The police department of the City of Wash- 
ington wants to know. <A recently discovered 
old statute confers upon this organization 
the authority to put down indecent music and 
it is anxious to be up and doing.’ But it 
doesn’t know whether to be 100 per cent 
American and decree everything immoral 
that is alien, tundamentalist and bar every- 
thing bet hymn tunes, or high brow and hold 
out for the ¢lus-ics. 

A sergeart of 1!e woman’s bureau advances 
the opinion that ‘env music played on a 
saxophone is immcral.’’ As she looks at it 
the air that would le virtuous anid uplifting 
cn a slide trom' ne Leacmes vicious and de- 
grading when rendered by the hussy saxo- 
phone. 

This opens the way for interesting specu- 
lation. Assuming that the saxophone is im- 
moral, just how immoral is it? Is it a de- 
batable indecency like the one-piece bathing 
suit and rolled stockings, or is it shamelessly 
and openly indecent like the street walker? 
If the saxophone solo is immoral what hap- 
pens when it becomes part of an orchestra? 
Ts it immorality diluted beyond the power to 
harm by the superior volume of the accom- 
panying instruments, or -does it, like the rot- 
ten apple in the barrel of sound ones, con- 
tribute its indecency to all the others? Is the 
composite result immoral or only that part 
contributed by the saxophone? In either 
case are the saxophone rests also immoral or 
does the piece suddenly change from immoral 
to moral during the period the saxophone is 
silent? And should the saxophong player be 
svyvested for something that is not his fault, 
but that of the instrument he’ blows? 

Quite evidently this is a subject which calls 
for expert advice.

The Great News Machine 


(The New York World) 

When a few generations ago such a thing 
happened as a war with Mexico or a Congress 
of Vienna, news came late and arrived in 
short dispatches which omitted details. Last 
week 2,000,000 words were telegraphed to 
the newspapers of this country from the one 
small town of Dayton. 

Covering an event in the day’s news, if it is 
suspected that reports of the event will have 
wide interest, has become a great adventure 
in the organization of effort, time, and money. 
The telegraph, of course, is the key to swift 
transmission; the size of the press, the ability 
of individual papers to carry many columns 
upon a single topic, the interest aroused by 
advance reports which discuss an approaching 
event from day to day, all combine to create 
a market incomparably wider than any mar- 
ket for news which has existed in the past. 
In volume of output on a single incident of 
a few days’ duration Dayton may have set a 
record. : “my 

Four press associations had their reporters 
at the Dayton trial, equipped with private 
wires. Half a million words were carried on 
these wires in day .and night reports. The 
balance of the 2,000,0000 traveled on the 
wires of the Western Union, sent by the spe- 
cial correspondents of at least fifty papers. 
The handicaps were great. Dayton before the 
trial was not equipped to handle a news story 
which was to spread itself'on every front page 
in the country and find its way as far as 
China: It is not too much to say, perhaps, 
that before the trial the despatch of ten day 
letters from the Dayton Western Union of- 
fice in a single morning would have set the 
village talking. The whole paraphernalia of 
rapid transmission had to be brought to Day- 


. ton and to be set up under difficulties. Twen- 


ty-two telegraphers worked in a storeroom 
with no windows during the progress of the 
trial, separated from a grocery by a parti- 
tion. The heavy traffic was carried without 
interruption depsite the fact that service east 
was twice interrupted by electrical storms and 
news had to be rerouted through Chicago. On 
one night, the heaviest of the trial, when 202,- 
000 words were filed, the operators worked by 
candle-light because a storm had left the town 
no lights. The, problems of precedence, of 
schedules, of bulletins, or routing or resifting 
news for news circuits of different consump- 
tion, were problems requiring expert manage- 
ment. So ably were these things handled and 
so accustomed are we to having them ably 
handled that not one reader in a thousand, 
probably, thinks of the mechanics of news- 
gathering behind an event like the Dayton 
trial. Something happens. It is.there, at the 
top of its column, to be read over a cup of 
coffee in the morning.

a more businesslike policy in 
determining ou new foads te 
he puilt and a more equitable 
system of distributing the cost. 
It is pointed out that a total 
of 60 measures providing for 
new state highways were in- 
troduced in the legislature, 
ealiung for an addition of 1693 
miles to the present highway 
system of 600% miles, less than 
half of which has been com- 
pleted. Mest of these bills 
were for reads of purely local 
importanes. it is pointed out, 
and had taey not been vigor- 
onsty opposed, might have 
seddled the taxpayers with 
m:,lions of debts for highways 
of little, if any, value to the 
state system. 

The strenuous fight against 
these methods held down the 
measures passed to eight, obli- 
gating the siate to build only 
933 miles of additional road. 
Nearly every mile of this is 
designed to connect the Cali- 
fornia highway system with 
the state roads in adjoining 
states, or to connect existing 
1oads in the state system.

Also 
California has an unsurpassed 
xvécord for mixed veg. vwbles 
with Los Angeles Coun?, atone 
shipping 2521 earloads © last 
year out of a total of 4329 car- 
loads for the entire state. In 
other words, Los Angeles 
County last year produced 
more carloads of mixed vege- 
tables than all the rest of the 
state combined, according to 
figures compiled by the agri- 
cultural department of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

he lead in earload _ ship- 
ments for the state of course 
is held by citrus fruits, Cali- 
fornia last year producing 
44,846 carloads of oranges and 
33,565 carloads of lemons. - Of 
this number, Southern Califor- 
nia had 13,361 carloads of 
lemons and 37,631 carloads of 
oranges, a total of 50,992 car- 
loads out of the state’s total 
of 58,411 carloads. 

Imperial Leads 

‘Out of the 18,448 carloads 
of lettuce produced in Califor- 
nia, Los Angeles County alone 
produced 2687 carloads. Of 
course, Imperial Valley was 
the greatest producer of all 
with 9287 carloads. Of the 
18,448 carloads produced in 
the state, Southern California 
turned out 14,868 carloads. 
Next to Imperial and Los An- 
geles Counties, the greatest 
producer of lettuce was Santa 
Barbara County with 1547 car- 
loads. 

Of the 4522 carloads of cel- 
ery produced last year in Cali- 
fornia, the eight counties of 
Southern California alone ship-

The 
average production of the pullet 
pens this year is also materially 
better than the. average produc- 
tion last year, the weekly aver- 
age for last year being 178.7, 
while the weekly average for this 
year is 193.7. These figures are 
up to August first in each case. 


Two hens belonging to Harry: 
lv. Pond are high with 253 and 250 
eggs, respectively, while one be- 
longing to Charles R. Peach of 
Fontana is third with 249 eggs. 
Hens belonging to W. B. Hodge 
and Harry M. Thompson are tied 
for fourth place with 246 each. 
Thompson also has high hen for 
the month, with Deicher and Court- 
right second and third, on the 
basis of a production of 26 eggs 
in each case, place being decided 
by size of eggs. Fontana Farms 
has the high entry for the month 
of July with 217, with Smallwood 
and Hansen second ‘and third with 
216 and 206 eggs, respectively. 
Withrow is fourth with 203 and 
Pond fifth with 199 eggs. From 
the records to date Smallwood 
has high place with a total pro- 
duction of 2206 eggs, W. B. Hodge 
is: second, Oharles R. Peach is 
third, and J. A. Alexander and F.
